Applicants representative conducted a telephonic Interview with the Examiner and her 
Supervisor on July 14, 2010. The Intel-view discussion centered on claims 16, 18, 21, 23 and 25 
as they appeared in the amendment filed on July 2, 2010. 

Specifically, with respect to the claim amendments directed to the rejections under 35 
USC § 112, 2 nd paragraph, the Examiner and her Supervisor agreed that the amendments 
overcame the rejections based on indefinite claim language. Agreement was also reached 
regarding the obviousness rejections. That is, the Examiner and her Supervisor agreed that the 
Hiroshi reference could not be considered a vegetable fat and oil composition and that the 
Yoshitaka reference did not supplement Hiroshi. Consequently, all agreed that the obviousness 
rejections based on these references had been overcome.
